The 2 4 -Minute Schedule N ow In 
Effect Cause* Much 
Complaint. 


FOR THIRTY DAYS ONLY 


The Company Say*, the Rule Will Pre­ 
vail, or Until New Machinery Is 
Installed at the 
Power 
House. 
Council Offer* a Protest. 


The new street car 
schedule 
be­ 
tween East Liverpool and Wellsville, 
which puts cars 24 minutes apart, is 
not received with satisfaction by the 
public. 
Many complaints are heard 
in both cities, although the change 
went into effect only yesterday. 
Announcement was made today by 
representatives of the East Liverpool 
Railway company that it was the in 
tention of the company to operate a 
24 minute schedule to Wellsville for 
about 30 days only, or until the new 
boiler and engines could be installed. 
"Work on this change at the power 
T house is progressing, 
and 
the 
old 
schedule may be put on before the end 
of 30 days. 
Last April 
the company ordered 
from Birmingham, Ala., a .'IOO horse 
power engine, but owing to the ma­ 
chinists’ sti ike the company was un­ 
able to keep its contract, and the de­ 
livery of the machine was 
delayed. 
The machine has freed shipped and is 
expected hole soon. The foundation 
for the engine is being built and will 
be finished within ten days. 
The new Cahall 300 horse power ver­ 
tical boiler has been received, and is 
being installed. The entire improve­ 
ment is to be finished within 30 days. 
It is said the recent misfortune of fhe 
company, in not being able to furnish 
sufficient power to operate its line on 
schedule time wras through no fault 
of the management, as they had fore 
all in their power to provide satisfact­ 
ory accommodations for the traveling 
public. 
As a result of the 24-minute schedule 
for street cars running between East 
Liverpool and Wellsville, put into ef 
feet yesterday morning, 
there 
are 
many remonstrances being instituted by 
the traveling public of both cities. The 
majority of complaints, however, are 
from those who are employed in the 
potteries of each city and the railroad 
shops in Wellsville. These people are 
compelled to ride on the early morning 
ears, and this objection to the new 
chedule is eaily conceived. The miss­ 
ing ol a car means nearly a half hour 
wait in the cold and sometimes stormy 
weather, and also the loss of that much 
lime and work. 
f 
Aether important objection, which 
thief 
strongly 
argue, is 
that 
the 
morning cars under the former sched­ 
ule (12 minutes) were always crowded 
and consequently the cars are now 
literally 
jammed 
with 
passengers, 
there being only one car whereas there 
were two. 
Such riding is far from be­ 
ing a pleasure and the objections are 
well based. A retraction on the part 
of the railroad company will be stren­ 
uously applied for by ail parties con­ 
cerned on the change. A little more 
than a year ago a similar alteration in 
the schedule was made and cars were 
opeated by it only one week, due to 
the action of citizens anc! councilmen. 
A repetition of the measures used at 
that time against the 
railway 
will 
certainly be undertaken 
some 
time 
during the present week. From cir­ 
culating reports it has been learned 
that the councils of both cities will be 
called upon to demand that the cid 
schedule be used. The councils are 
empowered in the franchise to regu­ 
late the running of cars, aud betw ^n 
the corporate limits of the cities the 
county court has the same power. 
At the conclusion of 
the 
special 
meeting of the East Liverpool coun­ 
cil today, Dr. Marshal! brought up the 
question of the 24-minute schedule. 
Every one present had a few words 
to sa y with reference 
to the hard­ 
ships suffered bv patrons in the two 
days which the new regulation has 
been operative, 
in-. Marshall made 
a motion that, inasmuch as the coun­ 
cil had the right, according to the pro­ 
visions of the franchise, to regulate 


the motion and it was unanimously 
concurred in. 
While the motion was pending some 
very strong language was indulged in 
by the various members. The state­ 
ment was made that there were com­ 
panies galore which would not hesi-j 
tate to locate here in opposition to 
the present line. 
From the manner 
in which several members expressed 
themselves it would be 
no difficult 
task to obtain a franchise for a com­ 
peting system.

When the nails are fragile, a little 
wax and alum rubbed upon them will 
strengthen them, 
lf brittle, a little 
almond oil or cold cream will be found 
beneficial. 
To remove white spots from the nails 
use a mixture of refined pitch aud a lit­ 
tle myrrh upon them at night, wiping 
it off tile next morning with olive oil. 
W hen about to manicure the hands, 
dip the fingers Into warm, soapy w a­ 
ter and bold them there for a minute 
or two in order to soften the nails aud 
the scarfskiu about them. 
The scarfskin should be gently push­ 
ed back from the nails before they are 
polished. 
It should never unless abso­ 
lutely necessary be cut wit ii the scis­ 
sors.

“I see only three solutions to the 
problems which are at present vexing 
the railroad world. These are: 
“F irs t—Legalising of legitimate pool­ 
ing. 
"Second.— Unification of ownership of 
•JI the railway systems. 
"Third. Government ownership and 
management. 
“I have always been In favor of le­ 
gitimate pooling. Its absence, as I say, 
is at present hastening tho consolida­ 
tion of Interests between the different 
railroads. 
Personally I view the solu­ 
tion of unity of ownership as much bet­ 
ter than le g a list landing, ami I do not 
see any barm that would ensue from 
a consolidation of all the railway In­ 
terests of the country under a single 
private management. 
“A vast amount of money could be 
eaved under such a system of control, 
and the railroad management would 
certainly give a part of this gain to the 
PUblk? In the shape of lower rules aud 
better service.”

Consolidation of all the railway lines 
of the country under tho control of a 
Bingle corporation, cither private or 
public, wa* advanced by Vice Presi­ 
dent Paul Morton of the Santa Fe 
system the other evening aa the ulti­ 
m ate solution of the weighty trans­ 
portation problems that are at present 
vexing the business world.

locating lost persons in the bush. 
An 
unerring instinct, coupled with inex­ 
plicably keen judgment, made it possi­ 
ble for them to take up a trail and fol­ 
low’ It until the lost man was found, 
dead or alive, even though the journey 
led through forests where the black 
pursuer never had been. 
Their use­ 
fulness as trackers of criminals was 
thus suggested, and they have since 
proved themselves Invaluable to the 
police. 
My first man hunt was with Charlie, 
a splendid specimen of aboriginal sym­ 
metry and muscular development, says 
E. A. Bailey in the San Francisco Ex­ 
aminer. 
His eyes were large, black 
and dreamy, but brilliant when arous­ 
ed to tile business of tracking. 
His 
general appearance was somewhat like 
that of a uegro, his complexion and 
skin totally black, showing a tinge of 
copper in the sun. 
His tine, strong, 
white teeth seemed capable of assist­ 
ing him to devour any sort of wild 
game. The usual loin garment of kan­ 
garoo skin he had discarded for a cov­ 
ering of light cotton cloth provided by 
the police. 
He led a horse for use in 
getting over the ground quickly In the 
open country, where the footprints of 
the 
fugitive 
are 
usually 
distinct 
enough to follow on horseback. 
I had business that took me to the 
Queensland border, en route through 
the Nightcap mountains, aud was look­ 
ing forward w’ith little pleasure to the 
loneliness of the trip when I was over 
taken by an officer aud Charlie, like 
myself on horseback, the officer hav­ 
ing some wrist Jewelry and a warrant 
for the apprehension of a cattle steal­ 
er. 
The offender bad two days’ start 
of his pursuers and was known to be 
a well seasoned bushman, who would 
resort to considerable cunning to elude 
capture, 
being 
thoroughly 
familiar 
with the methods of the trackers. This 
made the chase the more exciting. 
Not once did the black raise his eyes 
from the ground. Several times he dis­ 
mounted 
and 
examined 
the 
earth 
closely, pausing for some minutes be­ 
fore going forward, as though to get 
his bearings from other senses than 
that of sight. 
So the chase continued for two days 
through forest aud swamp. 
At daylight on the third day we took 
up the march and by aeon reached a 
bush man's cabin. Here we had a meal 
and tethered our horses, proceeding by 
Charlie’s advice on foot 
That night we again camped In the 
forest, making a slim breakfast on the 
provisions brought with us. The fourth 
day found us backing our way through 
underbrush peculiar to Australia called 
“lawyers and barristers” because Its 
thorns and brambles catch one at ev­ 
ery turn.
